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Sheriff, Police Chief Share 60 Years of Experience 


I-75, Drugs Have Have Changed Police 
Work in County Over the Years 


I-75 and legal drugs have changed law enfor- 
cement in Crawford County more than anything 
else, say two veteran police officers here. 

Sheriff Harold Hatfield and Grayling Police 
Chief Peter Stephan, who have chalked up more 
than 60 years of police service to the residents of 
Crawford County, have both seen the changes 
that I-76 and illegal drugs have brought to our 
community. 

‘1-75 made Grayling a suburb of Saginaw, Bay 
City, and ail the metropolitan areas of the 
south,’’ said Hatfield. ‘‘Not only are we dealing 
with strangers when we answer complaints, but 
people can come up from downstate, rip off 
several cabins or summer residences (breaking 
and entering) and be back home by breakfast, 
long before we are even aware that we’ve been 
robbed,’’ he said. 

Stephan said that before I-75 was soratiaieled 
and automobile transportation began expanding, 
Crawford County was a fairly contained rural 
community. 

‘Kven the summer tourists were ‘regulars’ 
who, for the most part, owned summer residen- 
ces at Lake Margrethe or on the AuSable and 
became a part of the community during their 
stay.’’ he explained. 

During the 1950’s and 80's Stephan said he 
knew probably 95 percent of Crawford County’s 
residents. Now he said he knows Jess than 50 
percent. 

‘‘Knowing everyone had its advantages and its 
disadvantages,’ he said. ‘‘Getting a complaint 
about a bar fight involving a particular pulpwood 
cutter,"’ he said, ‘‘would tell me straight off that 
I was in for a tuasie.”’ 

The advantage was that for the most part an 
officer knew the atmosphere of the situation 
before he got there, and Stephan said there were 
few surprises. 

‘‘You knew there were not going to be any 
knives or guns,” he said. ‘‘You knew that nobody 
was going to be waiting in the background to 
shoot you in the back when you stepped inside the 
door."”’ But this all changed in the 1960’s when 
drugs found their way to Grayling. 


DRUGS BIGGEST PROBLEM 

‘‘Almost every complaint or crime we are now 
involved in is drug related,’’ said Hatfield. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly not all, but the vast majority. If not 
Grugs,’’ he said, ‘‘then alcohol.”’ 

Hatfield described the drug problem in 
Crawford County as serious, and said that as a 
law enforcement officer, a citizen, a father and a 
grandfather he does not want to see the 
legalization of drugs. 

‘I don’t care if we are losing the battle,’’ he 
said, “I think we should go down fighting if

Stephan said he believes that society will con-

violators so severely that they have a genuine 
fear of being caught. 

“Today, with prison overcrowding and over- 
flowing court dockets, they know they are going 
to be back on the street tn short time.’’ He con- 
tinued, ‘‘It may be weeks or months before they 
go to court, if they go at all.”’ 


HATFIELD’S EARLY YEARS 

Both veteran officers began their law enfor- 
cement careers as patrolmen for the Grayling 
City Police Department. 

Hatfield was hired on July 10, 1852, at the age 
of 28. He worked 2744 years with the city, 20 of 
those years as police chief, and has begun his 
third term as county sheriff. During his first 
year of service, he earned an annual salary of 
$2,340 and for this he worked 13 days straight and 
then had one day off.

Jack Papendick, who was Chief,’’ he explained. 
‘‘We worked 12 hour shifts, eight we were paid 
for and four we worked or were ‘on call’ for 
free.’’ Hatfield said he worked that schedule for 
about eight years. He said it was rare to sleep 
through the night without having to get up and go 
out to assist one of his officers. 

Hatfield said Papendick was home sick ‘for 
moat of the first week after he had been hired.

Was Most Explo: sive Situation 


| ‘The 1968 motorcycle. gang incident was 
the most dangerous situation local police 
agencies have had to fate, according to the 
two senior county law enforcement officers, 


_ Sheriff ‘Harold Hatfield” and, City Police . 


Chief Peter Stephan. 

_. The incident involved a riot at the old 
AuSable Bar with some local men and a 
Detroit area motorcycle gang that led to a 
Grayling man shooting and killing one of 
the cyclists. 

Stephan, then an auxiliary officer for the 
city, said Hatfield knew he had a potential 
problem brewing and had called to ask if he 
would be availiable (on call}. A short time 
later, Stephan said Hatfield pulled up in 
front of his home. 

The two officers were crossing James 

’ Street Bridge when the shooting occurred. 

“Pete and I were at the scene first and 
held the situation for what seemed like an 
hour ang a half,’’ said Hatfield, ‘‘but it was 
probably more like four minutes ... until 
Tom Broom and Larry Yoder (city officers) 
arrived.”’ . 

Stephan remembers arriving at the 
AuSable Bar and finding one man lying 
dead on the pavement and the Grayling 
man backed up against the wall of Tip-Toc- 
Togs with 12 to 15 motorcycle people trying 
to get athim. Hatfield took the gun from the 
Grayling man and he and Pete held the 
violent group at bay. Each of them had a 


shotgun.

to him and whispered, ‘‘Chief, he’s dead.”’ |

When the ambulance arrived Hatfield 
said to the attendant, Derek McEvers, 
‘He's dead, but make believe he is alive.”’ 

About the time thé ambulance had wisked 
the victim away, Hatfield said his back-up 
from the Sheriff Dept. began arriving. 

‘The deputies all had shotguns,”’ he said, 
‘and I began to feel we had the situation 
under control.” 

Hatfield said there were too many suspec- 
ts to transport by car so he told Stephan to 
walk them to the old jail that was located 
where the Grayling State Bank is now. 

‘‘We started off walking in single file,’’ 
said Stephan, ‘George Btelski, Jr., and 
Yoder were with me,”’ he recalled, ‘‘as we 
rounded the corner by Miller's Hardware 
(now the Half-Price Outlet) I heard a chain 
rattle.’’ 

Stephan said he was armed with a legal- 
size sawed off 12 guage shotgun. When he 
heard the chain he said he put the muzzle of 
the gun behind the motorcyclist’s ear and 
said, ‘‘Drop it.” 

Hatfield said the cyclists asked Stephan 
what he meant and Stephan said ‘‘Drop it or 
I’li blow your head off,’’ as he pulled back 
on the hammer of his shotgun. When the 
cyclist heard the ‘‘click’’, he dropped a link 
of chain about 44 inches long that the cyclist 
later said was used to chain his motorcycle 


to a tree.

An empty coffee can, 
candle and 
newspapers don’t con- 
jure up warm images 
but the three items 
could be lifesavers if 
you're stranded this 
winter, according to 
AAA Michigan. 


Those items should 
be included in a winter 
survival kit for your 
car, advises Robert 


Tellier, AAA Michigan 
Emergency Road Ser- 
vice manager. 

“The dozen or s0 
{tems in the survival 
kit take up little room 
in your trunk but are 
essential during a win- 
ter emergency,” 
Tellier said. 

The winter survival 
kit should contain: 

¢ Empty coffee can, 
candle, and matches or 


lighter for a small 
scale furnace to 
generate heat. 

e Newspapers make 
great insulation when 
placed between skin 
and clothing. 

* Carpet strips to 
place u-der drive 
wheels for traction. 

® Shovel and pet lit- 
ter which, when spread 
under the wheels, im- 
proves traction. 


Boots, ice scraper 
and brush, flares and 
reflectors, jumper 
cables, tool kit, 
flashlight, first aid kit, 
candy bars and a 
blanket also should be 
part of the kit. 

If stranded,

A drive around our city on Mon- 
day morning reveals the 
magnitude of the problem o? waste 
disposal we face today. It seems 
that about every home produces at 
least two bags of trash a week. The 
huge volume of trash and garbage 
produced in our nation each day 
defies concept by the human mind. 
Every thing today seems to be 
packaged in a manner that 
produces the greatest volume of 
trash. 

Take milk for an example, a few 
years ago it was bottled in retur- 
nable bottles and produced only the 
little cardboard bottle top as trash. 
Then came the cardboard con- 
tainers that added much to the 
trash problem. Now we have the 
plastic milk jugs that are a real 
problem both in volume and lasting 
qualities. | 


One of the best Jaws that has been 
passed in the State of Michigan was 
the bottle return law. That law has 
done much in helping to reduce the 
trash along our roads. Of course 
the vendors and the manufactures 
of both the product and its con- 
tainers fought the passage of the 
bottle laws tooth and nail. I don't 
see many vendors refusing to sell 
beverages or companies going 


broke because of the burdens 


placed on them by the law. 
Convenience is one of the most 
overworked words in modern ad- 
vertising it seems that it takes 
priority over quality. Convenience 


I recently received my copy of 
the premier issue of a magazine. 
It’s GARBAGE! Really. GAR- 
BAGE is the name of a new 
magazine. 

It's editor and publisher, 
Patricia Poole, says that GAR- 
BAGE is unlike any other en- 
viromental magazine I'll ever see: 
‘It’s independent. It’s practical. 
It’s got a sense of humor. It’s writ- 
ten as much for people who never 
leave the city as for wilderness 
backpackers. We all live on the 
same planet.”’ 


Reactions to the magazine's title 
vary, as expressed by readers in 
the ‘‘Letters”’ section: One person 
writes, ‘‘No pun intended, I think 
the time is ripe for a magazine: 
called GARBAGE.”’ However, 
another protests, ‘‘I... have no idea 
who your marketing people are, 
but you ought to fire a lot of them 
for even suggesting such a 
ludicrous name for a magazine.” 

Poole explains her choice. ‘The 
magazine named itself. When the 
staff was gearing up for this new 
project, we found ourselves 
referring to it as ‘the garbage 
magazine.’ I guess that was easier 
to say than ‘the environmental 
magazine’ -- and more to the 
point.’’ 

She continues, ‘‘We knew our 
magazine wouid, at the core, be 
about waste: wasteful habits, 
waste of resources, waste that 
pollutes and enters the food chain 

. Inother words, garbage.” 


Here are some of the things I 
learned while flipping through the 
‘GARBAGE Index:" 

*The per-person per-day 
household garbage production in 


_ New York City is nearly four times 


that of Kano, Nigeria. 

*The amount of trash generated 
per person per day in the United 
States will have risen from 2.5 
pounds in 1980 to a projected 4. 25 
pounds in 2000. 

“The largest single component of 
solid waste in landfills is 
newspapers at 14% (by volume). 

*American drivers generated 
246.9 million scrap tires in 1988. 

*Americans also threw away 2 


billion razors and blades and 1.6 


billion pens. 

*(Here’s where its sense of 
humor kicks in) American plastic 
surgeons disposed of 27 million 
cubic centimeters of liposuctioned 
human fat in 1986. 

*Americans dispose of 89% (140.8 
million tons) of our trash via lan- 
dfills or incineration. We recycle 
11% (16.9 millions tons). 

In a short feature on toxic air 
emissions, I see that Michigan 
ranks a nasty 6th in the nation, with

things we use today that when they 
fail we throw in the trash. 
Remember the old fountain pens 
that you refilled when they ran out 
of ink, now we all carry ball points 
that wind up in the trash.

Here's a term I learned from the 
GARBAGE Dictionary: ‘‘biack 
mayonnaise.'’

GARBAGE's “Lifting the Lid’”’ 
section includes an Alar update: 
Briefly, tests run by Uniroyal, 
Alar’s manufacturer, show that the 
chemical poses a cancer risk 50 
times greater than acceptable 
levels. The company has volun- 
tarlly agreed to halt its sale for 
food use and to recall Alar products 
already purchased by farmers. 

But that still leaves some Alar- 
treated apples and apple products 
(the EPA reported in June that five 
to 15 percent of the apple crop is 
Alar sprayed) on supermarket 
shelves. Final carconogenicity 
tests will be completed in 1990, at 
which time the EPA will decide 
whether or not to ban Alar for good. 

I also learned that: 

*Dnion Carbide, of the Bhopal, 
India, 1984 pesticide plant disaster, 
has compensated only 777 of its 
8,400 fatal victims (200,000 others 
were injured) with typical set- 
tlements of $200. 


*The U.S. Department of Energy 
calculates that it will cost tax 
payers $100 billion to clean up 
hazardous and radioactive waste at 
i6 nuclear-weapons plants which 
the department oversees, 

*People are still fuming about 
the Exxon Valdez oif spill. 
Business and environmental 
groups are filing suits against 
Exxon and the federal government, 
demanding among other things 
more money for cleaning up the 
spill.

i Hked GARBAGE. I liked the 
staff's evenhanded treatment of 
the issues. I liked Poole’s premise 
that American attitudes toward 
garbage can (and will) change. 

She believes that we know ‘‘quite 
well that we’re fouling our own 
nest. We want to get off the con- 
sume-it/trash-it treadmill.’’ 

I hope she’s right. I hope we 
change our attitudes -- and more 
importantly, our lifestyles -- before 
we find ourselves drowning in our 
own garbage.

fessed, ‘‘because I didn’t know what do do.” 

Later he said Lt. Charles Duncan of the 
Saginaw Police Department, who had come up 
for a fishing trip, rode with Hatfield for three 
days and trained him. Every time Duncan came 
to Grayling after that he rode with Hatfield and 
continued his training. He said Duncan supplied 
him with manuals, law books and forms, 

Papendick was elected sheriff in 1952 and took 
office in January, 1958, and Hatfield was 
promoted to chief, 

' Besides being police chief, Hatfield was also 
sexton for the cemetery and Stephen remembers 
the city police selling grayhound tickets. 

Hatfleld said that during the early years there 
was a different approach to law enforcement in 
Crawford County. 

“When I was hired,”’ he said, ‘‘we were to 
protect the people even if they were drunkards or 
fighters.’’ Consideration was given to the 
welfare of a man's family, and many ‘breaks’ 
were given. Whenever possible they sent people 
home to sleep off their ‘‘one-too-many."’ 

“Once we got the individual outside the bar 
and sorted out what the problem was we usually 
had someone take them home, or we took them 
home ourselves,” he said. ‘‘If we had arrested 
everyone who deserved to be arrested,’’ Hatfield 
stated, ‘‘my files would be full.”’ 

Until the increase in the county’s drug problem 
occurred in the late 1980's Hatfield said he had 
only incarcerated two women. He said women 
were given summons and warrants to appear in 
court, but they were not put in jail. 

“No matter what kind of hell a woman might 
raise on Friday or Saturday night,’’ stated Hat- 
field, ‘‘she was either already a mother or was

“T had made up my mind that if he took 
another step I was going to shoot,’’ Stephan 
said. ‘That was the closest that I have ever 
come to taking a human life.” 

‘If Pete had been asleep,’’ said Hatfield, 
“and the cyclist had whipped the chain 
around Pete, we might have lost control of 
the situation.”’ 

Hatfield said they finally got the group to 
the jail and took their statements. Soon af- 
terward that they were bonded out, but not 
without threatening to return and ‘‘level the 
town”’ in retaliation. 

The following Wednesday, the day of the 
cyclist's funeral, Hatfield said he received 
word from the State Police that they had 
lost track of about 100 motorcyclists after 

_ the funeral, and that they might be on their 
way to Grayling. 

They never showed up, but the towns folk 
took the threats seriously and took positions 
on the roof tops of many of the downtown 
businesses and waited for the gang’s 

arrival. 

‘‘We had more problems with our locals 
carrying firearms than any potential 
problems we had with the motorcyclists,”’ 
said Stephan. He said the police confiscated 
numerous guns from automobiles and later

going to become a mother sometime !n the future 
and we tried to protect her reputation. Hatfield 
said even the court system took this into con- 
sideration when it came time for sentencing. 

In spite of the more ‘‘Andy Taylor, Mayberry” 
type of policing, Hatfleld said he always dreaded 
going into a bar to settle a problem or confront a 
family dispute or check a suspicious situation. 

“But I knew that was what I was hired to do,”’ 
he said, ‘‘so I went. There is no glory hound, 
Captain Midnight or Batman in me," he con- 
tinued, ‘Iam human and I used to dread every. 
confrontation.’’ 

OLEANING A BAR OUT 

One of Hatfield’s more humorous Saturday 
night barroom encounters happened at 
Smiggin’s Diggins in 1958. 

Hatfield said he and Patrolman Art Clough 
received a complaint of a fight at the Digs. When 
they arrived at Smiggin’s they found a woman in 
her late 50’s or early 60’s cleaning the bar out. 

‘She had been a berry picker in the Traverse 
City area and had strong hands,’’ he said. ‘‘She 
had almost torn the bartender's shirt off and the 
barmaid's clothes were torn, too.” 

The two officers finally got the old woman out- 
side where by this time a crowd of about 50 
people had gathered. Hatfield told Clough to 
disburse the crowd while he talked to the woman, 

‘Well,’' said Hatfield, ‘‘in no time I discovered 
I had a wildcat by the tail, as the little old lady 
began cleaning my clock.”’ 

‘( ‘art! Art! come over here and help me,’ I 
yelled,’’ he said, 

It took both men to subdue the women and 
three officers to get her into a jail cell. 

‘We got in touch with her boyfriend and told 
him if he could. get the woman out of Crawford 
County and keep her out we wouldn't press 
charges,’’ he said. 

The boyfriend agreed, but Hatfield said the 
woman shouted obscenities out the car window 
all the way out of town. 

“The old lady didn't have a tooth in her 
mouth,"’ smiled Hatfield, ‘‘but when we had 
finished with her I found gum marks in the 
sleeve of my leather jacket.”’ 

Hatfield said he could remember when officers 
would have taken a domestic dispute over a bar 
fight. 

“You might have a lot of yelling and 
shouting,’ he said, ‘‘but he didn’t have to figure 
on getting a split lip during the call. Now it’s dif- 
ferent,’’ he continued. ‘‘Domestics have become

returned them when the situation had 
cooled down. 

Rumors that the motorcyclists were 
headed north occured several times bet- 
ween the shooting and the trial. These 
threata were renewed after the trial, when a 
local jury found the Grayling man innocent. 

Stephan said the benefit the department 
got from the support of the residents let the 
motorcyclists know they were going to have 
to deal with more than just the law enfor- 
cement agencies here. 

During the trial Hatfield said he tried to 
prepare for any event. He said he had every 
available city officer, sheriff deputy and 
auxillary officer armed in and around the 
courthouse in an effort to keep the poten- 
tially volatile situation under control. 

“That was a bad one,”’ Hatfield stated. 
“It was areal tinder box.’’ 

Conflicts with other Detroit motorcycle 
gangs after the funeral kept the gang from 
returning to Grayling and _ their 
disorganization also prevented the group 
from retaliating. 

The Detroit gang did return to Grayling 
once following the shooting. but Hatfield 
said he was able to convince them to leave 
before there was trouble. 
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much more violent.”’ 

‘Domestic complaints have always scared the 

hel! out of me,”’ said Stephan. 
STEPHAN'S EARLY YEARS 

Stephan was hired in October, 1958, when he 
was 21 years old, and except about six years 
between 1965 and 1971 when he found he could not 
aurvive financially on a patrolman’s salary, he 
has served ag a patrolman or chief of police with 
the city. Stephan said when he was hired, he 
received un annual salary of $8,200. 

“IT was sworn in, given a badge, a gun belt, 
holster, a gun and a city ordinance book,"’ he 
said. ‘Then I rode with the chief for a couple of 
weeks before I went out on my own.” 

A8 @ young officer, having been born and 
raised in Grayling, Stephan said one of the most 
difficult problems he had to overcome was trying 
to arrest a resident of the county who had known 
him when he was still running around in diapers. 

‘With very few tourists at that time, the people 
I dealt with were members of the community, 
much more so than today,’’ he explained. ‘‘Some 
of them resented me exercising the authority I 
represented because they could remember me 
as a toddier.”’ 

Many a donnybrook, was broken up at the 
Smiggin’s Diggins bar, now called the SawMill, 
Stephan said he remembered receiving a call of 
a fight in progress in front of the bar. When he 
arrived, he found a crowd gathered in the mid- 
die of Michigan Avenue and he said he could hear 
loud voices. 

“When I stepped through the crowd,”’ he 
recalled, ‘‘I found a man drunker than hell lying 
flat on his back on the road shadow boxing. Aas I 
walked up to the man he looked up at me and 
said, ‘‘and I'll fight you too officer if you want 
some,”’ 

Hatfield and Stephan agreed that the 1968 
motorcycle gang shooting was the most 
dangerous situation (see related story) they 
have encountered and that the 1975 Bear Archery 
strike was the most damaging situation to the 
community. 

Stephan said he watched Crawford County rip 
itself wide open and many of those scars, while 
they may have healed over, are still capable of 
festering, given the right opportunity. He said 
the strike split families, pitting brother against 
brother. 

“‘T will never understand why the city fathers, 
the commissioners and councilmen didn’t form a 
group including area clergy, bankers and

businessmen and let both sides at Bear Archery 
know that they did not want the bitternegs to con- 
tinue,’’ said Hatfield. ‘‘A smaller group of the 
more brilliant business minds could possibly 
have helped sort out their labor problems.’’ 


LAW ENFORCEMENT TODAY 

‘Law enforcement fs more professional now," 
said Hatfield. ‘‘The days of the old village mar- 
shall or village police department is gone. When 
I was hired,'’ he explained, ‘'I had absolutely no 
training or experience. Not even a.police 
manuel.’’ Today, he said, an officer must be cer- 
tified by the State of Michigan before he will 
even be considered for a position. 

Has all the guff been worth while? 

Stephan said that every once in a while an of- 
ficer has an opportunity to make a difference ina 
person's life.

When an imminent and substantial endangerment to 
human health or the environment exists, the MDNR 
may Issue an emergency operating license for hazar- 
dous waste management activities that will minimize 
such endangerment, Military operations at Camp 
Grayling have resuited in the accumulation of unser- 
viceable ordnance, invelving explosives and large and 
small ammunition, which is considered-hazardous 
waste due to its characteristic of reactivity. Due to the 
highly unstable and reactive nature of these wastes, 
and because the wastes cannot be safely transported 
to a licensed off-site treatment facility, the MDNR has 
determined that the unserviceable ordnance poses an 
imminent and substantial endangerment to human 
health and the environment, and therefore intends to 
allow the treatment of the wastes on-site. 


The emergency operating ilcense authorizes the open 
_ burning and open detonation of approximately 12,000 
‘pounds (explosive weight) of unserviceable ordnance. 
Treatment will occur at the area known as Range 13 at 
the Camp Grayling Milltary Reservation, and will be 
conducted by trained military personnel. The effective 
date of the license !s November 27, 1989, and the 
license shall expire on February 24, 1990.

An Ideal Roman Trial? 

Following the 
religious trial by the 
Jews in which Christ 
was condemned = to 
death, our Lord was 
presented to the 
Roman court for 
execution. The first 
step in a Roman trial 
was the formal indic- 
tment. ‘Pilate then 
went out unto them. 
and said, ‘“‘What ac- 
cusation bring ye 
against this man?” 
The Jews in turn 
requested Jesus Christ 
be tried without a for- 
mal indictment 
because they had 
already tried Him. 
“They answered and 
said unto him, ‘If he 
were not a malefactor, 


delivered him up unto 
thee.'’ (John 18:80). 

Next followed the 
examination of and 
defense of the accused. 

‘Then Pilate entered 
into the judgment hall 
again, and called 
Jesus, and said unto 
him, Art thou the King 
of the Jews?" (John 
18:88). He was 
prophesied to be such 
in Isaiah 9:6,7, He 
fulfilled such prophecy 
as Zechariah 9:9, and 
Nathanael had 
declared Him to be the 
King of Isreal in John 
1:49. 

Then Jesus clarified 
this question by Pilate 
in John 18:84, 85: 
“Jesus answered him, 
Sayest thou this thing 
of thyself, or did others 
tell it thee of me? 
Pilate answered, Am I 


a Jew? Thine own 
nation and 
priests have delivered 
thee unto me: what 
hast thou done?” 

Jesus simply asked 
Pilate if he was raising 
the question from 4 


Jewish or Roman per- 


spective, and Pilate 
made clear his 
position. 

Wnally, Jesus an- 


swered the question of 
his kingship for that 
time. '‘My kingdom is 
not of this world: if my 
kingdom were of this 
world, them would my 
servants fight, that I 
should not be delivered 
to the Jews: but now is 
my kingdom not from 
hence."’ (John 18:86). 
Jesus made a clear 
distinction between 
His ‘spiritual’
